Attorney Wideman claimed that if 
the animal beiongs to a class danger- 
ous to property, that the act places no 
restriction whatsoever upon the man- 
ner in which it may be kiiled, but 
Judge James, is passing upon the mat- 
ter, summarily disposes of this conten- 
tion. The court holds that the right 
exists to take, capture and kill game 
birds or animals where they exist in 
their wild state; and the means may be 
of any kind appropriate to the pur- 
pose, but once having effected the cap- 


ture it becomes the duty of the person 
who desires to kill the animal captured 
not to inflict unnecessary suffering or 
needless cruelty. ‘

A bill ie pending before Con- 


alcohol when it is “denaturized,” or 
rendered unfit for use as a beverage, 
or to be used in adulterating liquids of 
any ind used as beverages.

Principal 
among these have been the mianufac- 
turers of wood alcohol, Which is a 
deadly poison, and wifich is supposed 
by the law not to be used in any ar- 
ticle designed for internal consump- 
tion, but which is in fact very gen- 
erally used as a substitute for alcohol 
made from grain. 


No important objections have been 
urged against the passage of the so- 
called “free alcohol“ bill—which is to 
a considerable degree - a misnomer, 
since it does not propose to take the 
tax off any alcoho! that may be used 
for promoting intemperance.
